Investments 
Slacking Off 
Overseas

NEW .YORK (AP)-The grass,

abroad is slackening, the Depart- 
ment of Commerce reports. .Op- 
portunities for quick profits have 
lost some of th'ejir 'luster and po- 
litical uncertainties have grown in 
some areas.

This was far from a one-way 


street. Foreign direct investments 
in this country totalled $7 billion 
in 1960, more than double the 1950 
figure. Investments in U.S. firms 
increased an average rate of $350 
million a year. 


American investments abroad g 


far outstripped this. It now totals 
more than $30 billion. The biggest 
year was 1957 when American 
companies added $3.8 billion to 
their investments in foreign sub- 
sidiaries and branches. The big 
lure was the striking industrial 
growth rate of Western Europe. 


•In 1960 investments of new mon- 


ey1 came to $1.7 billion and $1.2 
billion of retained earnings also 
was poured into the expansion w 
move. Last year this had dropped 
;o $1.5 billion of new money plus 
$1 billion of retained profits. The 
department thinks this slowdown 
is .continuing-this year.
